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APPENDIX 


Notel. ‘‘Lazara.’’ ‘‘The Supreme Sacrifice.’’ ‘‘A 
Bill of Divorcement,”’ 


Apparently all of these titles refer to the same story. 
In Hearst’s International, July, 1921, there appeared an 
announcement of a coming story, entitled ‘‘Lazara.’’ 
Another notice in the same issue spoke of the name of 
the heroine, Janet Maxwell. The latter is the heroine of 
‘‘The Supreme Sacrifice,’’ which appeared in the Mac- 
fadden Fiction Lovers’ Magazine, October, 1924. ‘“‘A 
Bill of Divorcement’’ was announced for publication in 
Hearst’s, in late 1921, or 1922; it did not appear; appar- 
ently the story was ‘‘farmed out” to Macfadden’s, with 
another new title. 

This hypothesis is confirmed by personal communica- 
tions from the publishers, from Mr. Thurston Macauley, 
and from Mrs. Dorothea Donn-Byrne. 


Note 2. ‘‘Black Magic.’’ 


In the Popular Magazine, June 20, 1916, p. 54, Byrne 
is mentioned as the author of this story. A careful 
search has failed to reveal any trace of this story, and 
my presumption is that the reference is to ‘‘Black Medi- 
cine,’” which had appeared in the Popular Magazine, 
Feb. 7, 1915. 


Note 3. ‘‘The Woman God Changed.”’ 


The story appeared in magazine form under this title; 
when published in book form, it was the title story of 
“‘Changeling.’’ Despite many references to a book with 
the former title (notably in C. C. Baldwin’s ‘‘The Men 
Who Make Our Novels,’’ The Publishers Weekly, Jan. 18, 
1930, p. 337, and Who’s Who) no book of this title was 
published. (Incidentally, the motion picture made from 
this story bore the title, ‘‘His Captive Woman.’’) 


Note 4. ‘‘A Manner of Legacy,’’ ‘‘Sister Act.’’ 


Above titles refer to the same story, which was orig- 
inally announced as ‘‘Bart Treddick’s Daughter”’ in the 
Hearst’s International Magazine, Jan. 1922, page 66. 
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
